OVERSPRINELED STREETS. 

The complaint of over-sprinkled streets 
is well founded. As a rule the streets 
are not sprinkled, but flooded with water 
after the carts pass over them. The dust 
ig not laid as it should be, but is changed 
into slushy mud. 

The consequence of this over-sprin- 
Kung is not merely discomfort to pedes- 
trians, drivers and cyclists. It means 
not only the ‘ruining of clothing and the 
bespattering of vehicles, but the destruc- 
tion of the pavements. Experience has 
shown that the thorough wetting of 
‘Street paving of any kind impairs: ft. 
Street pavements which are subjected to 
heavy watering last only from one-half 
to two-thirds of their usual period of 
existence. 


| Ef this destruction of comfort and street 
} pavements were necessary it could be 
borne with patience, but as a matter of 
fact the over-sprinkling is wantonly and 
deliberatel- resorted to by the sprinkling 
contractors to squeeze larger profits from 
their than they are entitled to. 
The contractors have the streets heavily 
_ sprinkled in order to cut down the number 
| of sprinklings. Instead of giving six 
' light sprinklings as required by contract 
on many of the streets, they give three 
floodings a day and save the cost of ad- 
ditional drivers, horses and carts. 
Citizens are thus compelled to suffer 
the discomfort of mud and pay heavy 
bills for the repair and renewal of pave- 
ments im order that the contractors may 
pluck the city. And citizens pay also 
for street sprinkling inspection to pre- 
vent such jobbery. 


| BUILDING AND LOAW ASSOCIATIONS. 


Missouri has 386 building and loan as- 
sola tichs, with assets*amounting to 323. 
404,000. Of these associations, St. Louis 


law prohibits Missouri building and loan 
associations from doing a banking busi- 
ness, their operations being limited to 
loaning money on real estate and on 


shares of their stock. The amount of 


loans on first mortgage real estate is 


nearly 830.000. 000. the loans on stock being 
$328,000. The associations own an aggre- 
gate of 807.635 worth of real estate, 
| mostly acquired through foreclosures 
} consequent gn the panic of 1893. 

The law makes no provision for these 
associations to borrow money on their 
loans and shares, yet it Is tacitly allowed, 
and in 1894 they borrowed over $3,000,000, 
most of this amount being borrowed by 
the St. Louis associations, and chiefly 
from the banks, at the customary rate 
of interest. 

Although the St. Louis building and 
loan associations felt the effect of the 
panic of 1893 to such an extent that in 
1894 no less than 63,000 shares were with- 
drawn, the business of the associations 
was not seriously injured and they are 
again in @ prosperous condition. The 


It is stated that m some localities rooms 
will have to be rented to accommodate 
the pupils and in some schools the double 
session plan of teaching one-half the 
children in the morning and one-half in 
the afternoon will de adepted—a mere 
hollow pretense of school advantages, 
It is expected that the High Scheol will 
have a/ third more than it can accom-

If these forebodings of overcrowding [ 
and failure to supply the school needs of 
the city prove correct, there will not be 
a shadow of excuse for the School Board. 
The board was fully warned. The Post- 
Dispatch made a special campaign for 
adequate school factiities. The facts 
were made public and the school needs 
carefully pointed out. Effective methods 
of preparation were suggested. 

In consequence of this campaign the 
board claimed to be awake to the neces- 
sity of thorough preparation. It had the 
experience of last year to guide tts prep- 
aration. It sold a large amount of prop- 
erty to secure funds for new buildings 
and additions. It claimed to have 
planned for all possible changes and in- 
creases. 

If children are turned away from the 
. schools or are compelled to take half ad- 
vantages or if their health Is threatened 
by overcrowding or unsuitable conditions, 
this year it will be an unmitigated out- 
rage. It will demonstrate that the board 
has failed to do its work properly; has 
misspent the building funds and has paid 
more attention to political wrangles, per- 
sonal pulls and educational frills than to 
its plain duty of providing every child 
an opportunity to secure educational es- 
sentials. 

No excuse or apology for anything less 
than this can be accepted.

KEIR HARDIE’S SOCIALISM. 


A number of newspapers to whom the 
words Populism and Socialism sum up 
all that is dangerous have begun to mis- 
represent and abuse Keir Hardie, and to 
urge that he be sent back whence he 
came. Their disposition to treat him as 
necessarily a firebrand and disturber of 
the peace is natural, perhaps, in view of 
the past history of Socialism. Less than 
ten years ago even the English Socialists 
were not entirely free from the spirit of 
lawlessness which still characterizes the 
movement in France and some other 
European countries. 

As far as Socialism in England is con- 
cerned, when such men as William Mor- 
ris, Walter Crane, Burne-Jones, and 
other leading literary men and artists 
took hold of it and became its leaders, 
the loud-mouthed crank and bomb throw- 
er found his occupation gone. The move- 


effect of the hard times was to show 
that the Missouri associations were 
founded on a solid basis. Although there 
are. still a few struggling and weak ones, 
the majority have become more firmly 
established than ever. 

One of the chief drawbacks against 
which this system of saving and invest- 
ment has struggled has been the greed 
of officials, some of the secretaries hav- 
ing been known to get rich from fulfilling 
a duty which has been supposed to be at 
least semi-philanthropic. The new law 
which provides for semi-annual reports 
to the State Supervisor and for a rigid 
inspection will do much to inspire greater 
confidence among holders of stock. 

Along with this Inspection by the State 
a new system of management might be 
adopted with advantage. It might be 
advantageous to return to the original 
plan of the St. Louis associations, of 
making the shares 3240 each and the 
assessments a month. This, together 
with prudent management, would en- 
able an association to terminate its ex- 
istence and pay out within 100 months, 
which fs long enough for an association 
to run that tse being managed in the 
tnterest of the stockholders and not sim- 
ply to enrich the officials.

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A CHEMICAL BANK WATCHMAN. 


Accident has brought to light what 
should prove the most valuable discovery 
of the age in the line of safety appili- 
ances in banks and safe deposit vaults. 
A New Jersey chemical company hap- 
pened to have in its vault with its val- 
uables some bottles of ‘sulphuric acid 
and other chemicals. When the burglars 
blew the door off, the bottles were broken, 
and the acid coming in contact with the 
chemicals forced the knights of the 
jimmy to clear out in a hurry without 
touching anything, for fear of suffoca- 
tion. 

It ts astonishing what horrible and 
dangerous odors modern chemistry can 
produce at a moment's notice.

It is said that 
the finest of modern perfumes can be 
extracted from crude petroleum. And it 
is also true that the most deadly vapors 
can be ipstantaneously released by the 
mixing of chemicals that are quite inert 
if kept apart.

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One of the most important sales of the

One rource of danger in — omy 2 is the 
kitchen stove. Heated currents of air ris- 
ing frcm a chimney affotds a much easier 
path for the lightning than the cold air sur- 
rounding it. s is why so many chimneys 
are struck, and so many persons are killed 
while sitting near the stove. Very few per- 
sons appear to have thought of running a 
wire from under the feet of the stove into 
the ground or connecting it to the lightning 
rod outside. 

This would at least keep the lightning 
from scattering when it gets to the stove 
and killing the family. If there is no cellar 
under your house run your wire straight 
into the ground, . 

SAFE IN A TROLLEY CAR. 

I am often asked as to the safety of per- 
sons in a trolley car during a thunder storm. 
It is well to remember that lightning will 
not often leave a good conductor and that 
wood, brick or anima] bodies are poor con- 
ductors.

POTATO BUGS STOP TRAINS. 


Great Waves of Them Block the Rail- 
roads on Long Island. ä 


It sounds like the story of the days ot-the 
grasshopper scourge in Kansas, when trains 
were unable to make their way through 
the masses of the locusts which settled on 
the tracks by the mifilion, yet it is a fact 
that for two weeks or More trains on the 


Long Island Rallroad returning from Coney 
Island, Manhattan and & way Beaehes, 
and also on the Sea Beach line, have been 
brought toa standstill by mighty swarms of 
potato bugs. Millions of them were slaught- 
eved by the engine and car wheels until the 
wheels spun around in the slimy mass and 
could only be driveh ahéad by the lavish 
use of sand. 

The potato belt of Long Island is miles in 
extent and extends on either side of the 
railroad. When the vines are in bloom with 
their white flowers, along the flatiands, a 
beautiful sight is presented. When the blos- 


soms dibappear and the vegetable ap- 
coaches toaturtty, the little striped-back, 
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shield-shaped beetle enters upon its de- 
structive mission. It first made its appear- 
ance in the far West as far back as 1359, 
since which time it hap gradually worked 
its way Eastward and!ipto Canada, until 
there is no potato patch in America that 
does not suffer more or less from its rav- 
ages every summer, 

The potato farmers of Long Island have 
fought this voracious pest with Paris green 
for years with more or less success. Some- 
times they have been assisted by the nat- 
ural enemies of the beetle, of which there 
are a dozen varieties, all flies, that lay 
eggs upon the destroyer of the potato, and 
the larvae soon work qut his ruin. 

The unusually wet eather this sum- 
mer has enabled the potato bug to thrive 
in a remarkable way. They are not, strictly 
speaking, migratory, in the sense that the 
grasshopper is. More like the army worm, 
they travel only in search of more plenti- 
ful food, and in flight from enemies. They 
travel at night, crawling and flying, but do 
not make long journeys. A quarter of a mile 
is a long trip for the stri little pest. 

A reporter who rode up from Coney 
Island one day last week on a Sea Beach 
locomotive describes the mass of beetles 
as being a noisome, uncanny looking.car- 
pet, that moved across the tracks in the 
glare of the locomotive headlight with a 
wavy, billowy motion. As the engine ap- 
proached thousands of them took to the 
wing, but they were only a small per- 
centage of the whole. The drivers of the 
locomotive soon became slimy with the 
crushed bodies of the insects, the rails 
became slippery, and the engineer was ob- 
liged to drop sand constantly. On one 
heavy grade the train came to a stand- 
still, and the sand-box was emptied of its 
contents in vain. 

A run was made back for a mile, more 
Sand was taken aboard, and then the 
train, getting the impetus of a full head 
of steam, climbed the grade.

GETTING A DRINK IN NORWAY. 


Roosevelt Dry Sundays Up There Ev- 
ery Day to Stop Drunkenness. 
“Wew York is getting to be a good deal 
like Norway these days,” said a man just 
returned from spending his summer hol 
days among the flords far up towards the 
Arctic circle. “Excise laws in Norway and 
Sweden are curious,“ he continued, most 
such laws are, but in these countries they 

are enforced with the utmost rigor. 

“My first experience with them was in a 
little town called Drontheim, or Trondjem 
Ive heard ‘t pronounced a dozen different 
ways. I reached there late in the afternoon 
and dined in the hotel with two American 
artists whom I had met on the steamer. 
We called for a pony of brandy apiece with 
our coffee, and the waiter, who, curiously 
enough, was a Frenchman, stared at us 
with speechless and sorrowful amazement 
for a moment and then replied: ‘if I served 
you with what you ask for I would have to 
spend six months in prison, and if I filled 
your glasses a second time—mon dieu!—I 
don't know when 1 would ever see France 
again.’ 

nder the circumstances, of course, 
We did not insist upon having the brandy. 
It seems that some years ago the Norwe- 
gian Government recognized the fact that 
its citizens were becoming the most drunken 
in Europe. The result was that a law was 
passed prohibiting the sale at retail of 1 
alcoholic beverages, no matter where or in 
what sort of an establishment. The small- 
est quantity which was allowed to be sold 
at retail was a litre, or a trifie less than a 
quart. The hardy Norwegian dipsomaniac, 
therefore, buys his litre of brandy or other 

liquors, and, tucking it under his coat, 
hurries home. Once within his own four 
walls he may get as drunk as he chooses, 
but he must keep his door strictly closed, 
and if he so much as shows his drunken 
face at the window he is at once arrested 
and spends several months in jail. The 
man who sold him the liquor, moreover, 
is heavily fined and has to pay all the ju- 
dicial costs. 

“Although drunkenness has not been ab- 
solutely suppressed, it has decreased in a 
most remarkable degree. There is no fun, 
you know, for most people to get drunk 
in the solitude of their own room, and there 
are no cafes or barrooms there, with their 
warmth and glittering lights, to entice the 
citizen through the long, cold winter even- 

gs.”

Strange Discoveries by a Daring 


Navigator. 


The vast Antarctic continent, - 8,000,000 
miles in extent, has been recefving much at- 
tention at the Geological Congress asserh- 
bled in London, and a good deal of new in- 
formation on the subject has been secured. 

While it is true that no man has yet 
penetrated beyond the stupendous ice wall 
surrounding this unknown and mysterious 


continent, a daring Norwegian navigator, 
the Columbus of the Antartic, has st 
returned and told of the wonderful things 
he found there. He is C. Edgeberg Borch- 
grevinck, and he ig the first white man to 
tread the ground of this vast and hitherto 
unknown land. 
NEW FIELD OF EXPLORATION. 

The discoveries which have been an- 
nounced by Borchgrevinck will have the 
immediate effect of bringing Antarctica 
into the first rank as a field for explora- 
tion. Both the North Pole and Africa, 
hitherto considered the only remaining 
unexplored lands, are likely to subside 
in gga interest. It is not un- 
likely that the North Pole as a field for 
exploration will be entirely eclipséd by the 
immense continent at tite other end of the 
earth, the first det ils of whose climatic 
conditions are now g yen to the world. 

From what Boro ‘evinck says—and all 
of his statements / corroborated by the 
log of the ship ai. ‘he member's of the 
crew—this is a region wholly unlike what 
had previously been thought. Its con- 
ditions are pecullarly adapted to easy ex- 

loration, and what has already been found 
eads ta the conviction that animal and 
even hu may exist there in a 
degree never suspected. 

While it is true that Borchgrevinck found 
the immense Antarctic continent, which he 
estimates to be twice the size of Europe, 
surrounded by a stupendous wall of ice, it is 
likewise true that he éncounte there 
none of the obstacles that impede the 
explorer in the Arctic regions. The ex- 
treme cold of the Arctic seems to be miss- 
ing, and a warm stream has been found 
which gives an even temperature to its 
waters. 

Thus Borchgrevinck reports that the low- 
est temperature encountered by him within 
the Antarctic circle was 2% degrees above 
zero. From that it ranged to 46 degrees, 
and the temperature remained almost sta- 
tionary between these points during Jan- 
uary and February. 

The temperature of the sea water he 
found remained at 28 degrees above zero 
all through the ice pack, rising one de- 
gree wherever open water was discovered.

THE ANTARCTIC AURORA. 

Possibly connected with ‘thjs is the aston- 
ishing and hitherto unexplained aurora con- 
stantly witnessed by the explorers shooting 
up from behind the ice barrier and illumin- 
ating the heavens of this far-off quarter of 
the earth. Such a display of the aurora, 
says Borchgrevinck, took place on the 17th 
of February, and in all his experience in the 
Arctic he says he never saw its equal. 

From the southwest, says he, vast stream- 
ers of light shot into the heavens, making 
an interplay of gorgeous colors that swung 
the whole gamut. of the prismatic key- 
—2 It was at once awful and magnifi- 
cent. 

In the silence of the Antarctic night this 
splendid panorama astonished all and the 
crew never slept during its continuance. 
Similar displays were frequently seen at 
other points along the coast. ow that 
science has revealed the mysterious connec- 
tion between the aurora borealis and argon, 
the newly discovered element in the at- 
mosphere, as well ag its relationship to hel- 
lum, extracted from minerals, it is asked if 
this may not fy the presence of a 
magnetic center of great potency.

The 
purpose of the expedition was to look for 


sperm whales in Southern seas. His diary 
makes note of a la albatross that took 
refuge on the vessel Oct. 18 in a terrific 
snowstorm. On Nov. 6 they had reached 58 
deg. and 42m. south latitude. 

The great ice barrier of the mysterious 
continent was then sighted fifty miles away. 
It extended from southeast to northwest 
as far as the eye could see, apparently 
about 600 feet high and of a dark gray hue. 
They entered the pack-ice Dec. 7, and about 
that time they saw many blue“ whales, 
white petrels and seals. 

Some of the seals taken were marked 
wita big scars and scratches. A like phe- 
nomena was noticed half a century ago by 
Ross, who supposed that the wounds had 
been inflicted by sea leopards. Borchgrev- 
inck does not coincide with this opinion, but 
thinks that some unknown enemy is respon- 
sible for the wounds extended far into the 
blubber and even into the flesh beneath. 

HIGH MIST-COVERED PEAKS. 

| On Dec, 14 they reached Balleny Island 
in latitude 66. This island was crowned 
with lofty mountains, whose peaks, shroud- 
ed in mist, towered two miles into the sky. 
There wefe many glaciers. Two days af- 
ter the ship was moored to an immense 
floe of “pancake” ice that extended to the 
limit of vision in all directions. 

Christmas Eve was spent by the light 
of the midday sun, which just touches the 
horizon. On the following day the Antarc- 
tic Circle was crossed, and thirty-three 
days later Cape Adair on the mainland was 
sighted. The height of the cape was es- 
timated at nearly 4,000 feet, a large square 
rock of basalt rising abruptly with per- 
pendicular sides. 

Near by was a bay, in the neighborhood 
of which twenty glaciers were counted. 
One of them was covered with lava, be- 
neath which was a thick layer of snow, 
the latter resting upon another layer ef 
lava, and that again upon the surface of 
the glacier. 

No landing was made at that time, but 
the ship steamed on to Possession Island, 
which was visited at a date fifty-four years 
earlier by James Clark Ross. e expressed 
the opinion that this island would furnish 
cargoes of guano for fleets of ships for 


years. 1 

It is occupied by penguins in astonishing 
numbers, and these birds were so fearless 
as actually to attack Borchegrevinck and his 
party. On Jan. 23 the whaler Antarctic was 
again at Cape Adair, and a landing was 
made on a peninsular that ran into the 
bay, terminating in a long pebbly beach.

Lace ruffies a 
yard 2 will not atone for machine 
stitches. ibbons put on by the bolt will 
not redeem the machine-sewed arment 
from the charge of vulgarity. n fact,

@ravate the offense, as perfumes do the 
offensiveness of those to whom the bath is 
an unfamiliar rite, 

When the statement has been made that 
hand-sewed underwear is absolutely nec- 
essary the logical woman sees that this 
includes the statement that fine underwear 
is to be worn exclusively. -For where is the 
needlewoman who can sew coarse muslin 
by hand? An era of hand-sewed underwear 
necessarily implies an era of fine muslin, of 
soft nainsook, of sheer lawns devoid of 
stiffgiing, of batistes, dimities and silk. 
But silk is no. longer the favorite it wag 
once. White silk yellows too rafedly under 
the washerwoman’s art to make it a favor- 
ite in a period when it is decreed that every- 
thing must be as white, as soft and as old- 
fashioned as possible.
